GLENN H. CURTISS, 
AIR PIONEER, DIES 
AFTER OPERATION

State road race, competing with the 
best riders of two continents. In 
1904 he set a speed record at Or- 
mond Beach, Fla., of 10 miles in 
8 minutes 54 seconds, and in 1906, 
over the same course, traveled 
faster than man ever had before, 
a mile in 26 2-5 seconds or at the 
rate of approximately 140 miles an 
hour. That record stood for years. 

His fame spread and drew the 
attention of the late Maj. Thomas 
Scott Baldwin, builder and oper- 
ator of balloons. In 1904 the two 
men met in Hammondsport and in- 
stalled. a Curtiss mctor in Bald- 
win’s balloon, the California Arrow. 
With this machine they made a cir- 
cular flight at Oakland, Cal., in 
August, 1904, first to fly that way. 

From that time on the name of 
Curtiss has been as closely linked 
with airplane as horse with buggy, 
ship with sca. 

Man-Carrying Kite. 

Dr. Alexander Graham Bell, in- 
ventor of the telephone, commis- 
sioned Curtiss to build a motor for 
& man-carrying kite. Bell joined 
with him in financing what was 
called the aerial experiment asso- 
ciation. Gliders were experimented 
with for a time, and then the men 
turned their attention to powered 
airplanes. 

He worked and labored, tested, 
tore up, built anew. In 1911 he 
established a camp at North Island, 
near San Diego, Cal., and, with 
Lieut. Ellyson of the navy and 
Capt, Beck of the army, set out to 
master taking off from the water. 
He succeeded and had America’s 
first hydro-airplane. 

Meantime he had won the Scien- 
tific American trophy for 1909, and 
in 1910 he took it out of competi- 
tion. The winning flight in 1910 
was a two-stop Night from Albany 
to Governor's Island, New York, 
for an additional prize of $10,000 
offered by the New York World, a 
flight he retraced this summer in 
a multimillionaire transport plane. 
the Curtiss Condor, manufactured 
by the company that bears his 
name. 


Curtiss “Jonny” in War. 

Came the war, and the Curtiss 
“Jenny,” the old-type of plane, 
came into its own. Business 
boomed and Curtiss became a rich 
man. 

After the war, backed by the 
Willys-Overland Co., to which he 
had sold an interest during the 
war, the Curtiss company decided 
to expand. But its officers had not 
bargained with the surplus of war 
supplies. Disaster threatened. 
Then entered the new group - of 
men, those now controlling the Cur- 
tiss-Wright enterprises—C. NI. 
Keys, Frank H. Russell, J. A. B. 
Smith, Chester W. Cuthell and 
Leonard Kennedy. 

The company was reorganized, 
expanded, new enterprises were 
brought in. In the summer of 1929 
two of the oldest names in aviation 
—Curtiss and Wright—were joined 
in one corporate title with the 
merger of the Curtiss interests and 
the Wright Aeronautical Corpora- 
tion. 

Curtiss virtually retired from ac- 
tive flying. He remained a director 
of the Curtiss-Wright company aft- 
er giving up direct control. 


CURTISS THE FIRST 
TO FLY IN ST. LOUIS 


Glenn H. Curtiss made the first 
airplane flight in St. Louis, but 
due to the fact that the majority 
of the spectators had departed for 
home after his numerous unsuc- 
cessful attempts to get his machine 


into the air, the demonstration was 


disappointing and the tradition still 
exists that Curtiss did not fly here. 

The occasion was the one hun- 
dredth anniversary celebration of 
the municipal Incorporation of St. 
Louis, in October, 1909. Curtiss, 
fresh from aeronautical triumphs 
in France, was America’s outstand- 
ing aviator. The committee in 
charge of the celebration paid Cur- 
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er type biplanes to St. Louis for a 
two-day flying demonstration. 
The planes were set up in a can- 
vas hangar west of Jefferson Me- 
morial in Forest Park. On the 
morning of the first day of the 
scheduled demonstration Curtiss 
made a short test flight in one of 
his planes. The flight was wit- 
nessed by few spectators and news- 
paper men, but was widely adver- 
tised and a great crowd was on 
hand that afternoon to see a man 
fly in a heavier-than-air machine. 
Many St. Louisans still remem- 
ber the excitement and disappoint- 
ment of that and the succeeding 
afternoon. Curtiss sped back and 
forth over the park turf. Vainly 
he raced the engine of his crude 
machine, manipulating the levers, 
but, except for feeble hops, he did 
nothing to convince the skeptics 
that his machine would actually 
rise into the air. 
On Saturday evening, the clos- 
ing day of the demonstration, aft- 
er most of the spectators had 
trudged homeward convinced that 
flying machines were still far in 
the future, Curtiss flew. The flight 
resembled a present-day gliding 
demonstration, but it was the first 
airplane flight to take place in St. 
Louis. 8 
The following year Curtiss 
gained further fame by a flight 
of 137 miles in two hours and 32 
minutes from Albany to New 
York City, winning a $10,000 prize 
offered by the New York World. 
The same year Capt. Thomas S. 
Baldwin gave a convincing demon- 
stration here, flying along the 
river front and beneath the 
bridges from Baden to Carondelet 
and return. 

The last visit of record to St. 
Louis by Curtiss was in 1923, when 
he attended the Pulitzer trophy 
races and saw Lieut. Alford J. 
Williams of the navy establish a 
speed record of 243.67 miles an 
hour in a Curtiss racer. On that 
occasion Curtiss predicted that a 
speed of 500 miles an hour would 
be accomplished with airplanes. 

The Curtiss- Robertson Airplane 
Manufacturing Co., at Lambert 
Field, and Curtiss-Steinberg Aijir- 
port, on the East Side, are units of 
the present day Curtiss interests, 
developed from the original air- 
craft company started by Curtiss.

CHICAGO, July 23.—Gene G. 


Oliver, member of the Board of 
Assessors, today was foynd guilty 
of evading the income tax law by 
e Judge Charles Woodward 
and was sentenced to 18 months 
in the Federal Penitentiary and 
fined $12,500 and costs. The Court 
found him not guilty on one of 
four indictments, 


On the first of three indictments 
on which he was found guilty h 
was sentenced to 18 months in the 
Leavenworth penitentiary and 
fined $2500 and costs; on the sec- 
ond he received a similar sentence 
to run concurrently; on the third 
he was sentenced to six months_in 
the Dupage County jail on each of 
three counts, to run consecutively, 
but concurrently with the 18 
months on the first two indict- 
ments and was fined $2500. 
Oliver and his wife, Nettie, 
maintained accounts in the First 
National Bank of Chicago Heights 
and the Foreman National Bank 
of Chicago, the Court pointed out. 
Summarized for the years in ques- 
tion, the deposits in those banks 
were: 1926, $89,117; 1927, $233,- 
404; 1928, $148,329. In addition 
to the amounts of these deposits 
the defendant received and paid 
out large amounts in cash. 
“Among the items of receipt en- 
tered in the bank books were 
many items which the Government 
maintains were bribes paid to the 
defendant as a member of the 
Board of Assessors and which the 
defendant contends were campaign 
contributions,” said the Court. 
The line of demarcation between 
bribery and campaign contribu- 
tions is tenuous and shadowy. If 
those contributions were made for 
campaign purposes they would 
not be subject to attack. 

“But it is difficult to believe 
that many of these receipts were 
for campaign purposes. After al- 
lowing to the defendant all his 
claimed deductions, there yet re- 
mains for each of the three years 
in question a large amount in the 
form of receipts which remain un- 
accounted for. A return of gross 
receipts, if truthfully made, for 
each of the three years in ques- 
tion, would have disclosed that a 
part of the receipts at least came 
from sources which were not above 
suspicion. 

“The defendant therefore had a 
motive for neglecting to make a 
return of his income for the years 
in question.”

Don't you remember me?” 

The “customer” gasped and tried 
to jerk free, while the grocer con- 
tinued relentlessly: Tes, I’m one 
of the fellows who cashed your 
phoney checks before. I identi- 
fied you at Police Headquarters, 
and I was in court when you plead- 
ed guilty and got sent to prison.” 

Struggles With Grocer. 

Silently, the young woman con- 
tinued to struggle. Clenching her 
teeth, she twisted and writhed un- 
til Whitaker was forced to call his 
wife and the clerk in the grocery 
for assistance. It was several min- 
utes before the girl in the pink 
silk dress stopped struggling and 
began to plead, 

„I'll pay you back,” she prom- 
ised breathlessly. Just turn me 
loose and I'll give fit all back and 
more, too.” Whitaker shook his 
head, and, turning to his wife, or- 
dered her to call the police. The 
young woman temporarily ceased 
her efforts, but a few seconds later 
continued the struggle to break 
away.

Dispatches from Kalamazoo state 
she is the daughter of Fred Kelly. 
owner of a large draying business 
there, and that she at one time 
attended the University of Michi- 
gan. 

Says Men Took Most of Money. 

A desire to travel led her to 
leave home, the young woman told 
police. While working in St. Louis 
as a waitress she met three men 
who taught her to pass worthless 
checks and who took most of the 
money she received, the prisoner 
asserted. Police and attaches of 
the Circuit Attorney’s office are 
investigating this phase of her 
statement. > 
After questioning. she was taken 
to City Hospital last night for 
treatment for ivy poisoning she 
contracted in escaping. from prison.

REVALUATION OF 
l. A. LOUIS CAR 


LINE IS DENIED 


Motion of City, Opposing 


Flat 10-Cent Fare, Over- 
ruled by Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 


Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 23.— 
Motion for a reappraisal of the 
East St. Louis Railway Co. was 
denied today by the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission. 

A revaluation was asked for by 
Mayor Doyle and City Attorney 
McGlynn of East St. Louis, who 
pointed out that the last appraisal, 
fixing a physical value of $2,400,- 
000, was made 10 years ago, and 
they did not know what items 
made up that amount. 

The street car company replied 
that a revaluation would accom- 
plish nothing, since it could not 
show a fair return even on much 
less than its present valuation. It 
has applied for a 10-cent straight 
fare, instead of the present 10 
cents cash or five tokens for 40 
cents, 

G. W. Welsh, vice president and 
general manager of the street car 

company, submitted a statement of 
income todayehowing $2240 avail- 
able for return on investment for 
the first six months of 1930. This, 
he computed, would give a return 
of 1 per cent a year. Legal return 
is 7% per cent, but Welsh expects 
to obtain scarcely 4% per cent with 
the higher fares. 
$453,992 Revenue for Six Months. 

His statement showed $453,992 
total revenues for the six months, 
minus $378,019 operating expenses, 
326.373 taxes for the half year, and 
$57,088 depreciation. One of the 
differences between Welsh's figures 
and those of commission experts, 
which are not large enough to af- 
fect this case and for which Welsh 
allowed in computing a return of 
1 per cent a year, was in deprecia- 
tion on $117,743 bus equipment in- 
cluded among net additions of the 


last 10 years. Welsh figured de- 
preciation at 20 per cent, while the 


commission’s investigators figured | 


it at 15 per cent. 

Protesting witnesses contended 
yesterday that, if the commission 
grants the company’s request for 
a rise in fares, the effect of the in- 
crease will be knocked out within 
a few years by dwindling traffic, as 
indicated by a current loss of 500,- 
000 passengers a year. 

In two years the street car com- 
pany, if it gets the increase, will 
be in the same posiiton it is now— 
right back here asking for another 
increase,” declared State Senator 
E. J. Abt. “It has an advantage 
not open—in this time of depres- 
sion—to concerns not in the public 
utility business. I wish I had a 
commission I could run to with my 
troubles.” 

Lays Loss to Business Depression. 

The kernel of the argument pre- 
sented by Seantor Abt and City 
Attorney McGlynn was that 
the sad state of the company’s 
returns, as it described them to 
the commission, was due to indus- 
trial depression and the traffic 
losses common to street cars in 
many cities for several years, rath- 
er than to its present rate of fares. 

Senator Abt conceded that the 
concern was entitled to a fair re- 
turn on its investment, but added 
that the fare increase, offset by 
dwindling traffic would fail to pro- 
duce more than 3% to 4 per cent 
on its claimed valuation. 

“A revaluation of its properties,” 
he remarked, will definitely deter- 
mine whether they are worth the 
amount of bonds that have been 
issued.“ Experts of the commis- 
sion found the outstanding bonds, 
at 5 per cent, to be $1,985,000, and 
— capital stock 81.940, 

Mayor Doyle and City Commis- 
sioner John T. Connors pointed 
out that a fare increase would be 
particularly burdensome, under 
present industrial conditions, to the 
workers who pay a large share of 
the fares. 

Talus of Outting Wages. 

A gloomy pictuer of what would 
happen if the increase were re- 
fused was painted by John I. 
Flannigen, representing the street 
car company, in his argument be- 
fore the commission. He hinted 
at another Federal injunction 
against the commission. If rev- 
enues were not increased, he de- 
ela red, it would be necessary to 
“cut down service, cut down wages 
nd, then,” he added, dramatic. 
ally, “a riot.” 

Attorney Flannlgen asserted that 
the motion for a revaluation 
amounted to a plea for a contin- 
uance, when the company required 
immediate relief. He said that it 
could not now pay interest on its 
bonds, and quote “the longer you 
choke us, the worse off we are.“ 

Valuations Vary, 

The last valuation set by the 
commission upon inventory and 
appraisal was $2,400,000, plus 
$200,000 working capital and going 
value. In fixing this value the 
commission on Dec. 31, 1920, or- 
dered 8 cent fares, two for 15 
cents, The facts and figures were 
produced by the commission's en- 
gineer, H. E. Montgomery, and its 
examiner of accounts, Percy B.

The yard was retained by the 
Wendel sisters, the story goes, in 
order that their pets might have 
a place to frolic.

She visited, 
at long intervals, the opera or the 
theater, but always unostentatious-

The Wendels refused to sign a

Maj. Michael Kelly of New

NEW YORK, July 23.—Maj. 
Michael: (Dynamite Mike) Kelly, 
commander of the Third Battalion 
of the 165th Regiment, died last 
night in an ambulance that was 
taking him to Fordham Hospital. 
Death was caused by a — 
wound in the abdomen, acciden 
ly self-inflicted as he was clean 8 
his service revolver in the living 
room of his home. 

Mrs. Eleanor Kelly, his wife, re- 
turned home at 7 o'clock to find 
her husband unconscious in a chair, 
a desk blotter across his lap and 
the 45 caliber automatic clutched 


in his right hand. 


Dr, Joseph Mucilli administered 
sufficient adrenalin to revive 
Kelly, who during a few moments 
of consciousness lained to his 
wife and the physician that he had 
removed the clip from the pistol 
preparatory to cleaning it, but had 
neglected to take out one bullet 
lodged in the firing chamber. 
Kelly, 50 years old, was a veteran 
of the Mexican border trouble and 
the World War. 

For his bravery overseas Maj. 
Kelly won the Legion of Honor 
citation, the Croix de Guerre and 
the Distinguished Service Cross. 
„He was a fighter in politics as 
well as in warfare. In 1919 he 
was an anti-Tammany candidate 
for president of the Board of Ali- 
dermen, running on the. Liberal 
Party's ticket, and had a strong 
following. So . frightened was 
Tammany that Kelly presently 
found his name ordered stricken 
from the ballot on a technicality 
by the Board of Elections. “They 
cheered me in France,” he com- 
mented on this situation, “they 
cheat me at home.” 

He advised his supporters to 
write hig name in on the ballots, 
which many of them did. The bulk 
of his support, however, he threw 
to the Republican candidate, 


‘Fiorello H. LaGuardia, with the 


unexpected result that LaGuardia 
defeated Tammany's man, Robert 
L. Moran, 

Besides his widow, Maj. Kelly 
is survived by a pon. John, 19.

DES MOINES, la., July 23.— 


Iowa Democrats will enter the 
fall campaign with a platform ad- 
vocating State regulation of the 
sale of liquor, declaring for a ref- 
erendum on the eighteenth amend- 
ment, and opposing a State income 
tax. | 
They adopted these planks at 
their state convention yesterday in 
a platform which assailed the new 
tariff bill, urged repeal of the pri- 
mary election system, and con- 
demned the Republicans’ efforts at 
farm relief. 


The prohibition plank, which 


asked that steps be taken to as- 
certain the attitude of the voters 
toward the eighteenth amendment 
and the Volstead act, was approved 
after the convention voted down a 
motion to omit all reference to 
prohibition. 


The resolution favored a law de- 


fining intoxicating beverages “ac- 
cording to a reasonable nonintoxi- 
cating standard of alcoholic con- 
tent” and giving the states power 
to make their own statutes for for- 
bidding or restricting the sale of 
liquor under the new standard. 


Party leaders regarded the phras- 


ing of the prohibition resolution as 
a compromise. There was a large 
dissenting vote on the adoption of 
the platform.

Declares ‘Hullabaloo’ Over 
Case Is Meant Solely to 
Destroy Him and the Re- 
publican Party.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 23.— 

Charles U. Becker, Secretary of 

State, has filed with Gov. Caul- 

field the report which the Gov- 

ernor requested from Becker's de- 
partment, on the collapse of the 

St. Louis brokerage firm of W. H. 

Young & Bros., Inc., with a loss 

of $2,000,000 to investors. 

Gov. Caulfield had no comment 
to make on the report of Secretary 
Becker. He said he had not gone 
through the voluminous communi- 
cation, but would do so later. 

The Young firm failed last 
March, seven months after the St. 
Louis Better Business Bureau had 
begun urging Securities Commis- 
sioner Fenton T. Stockard, a sub- 
ordinate of Becker, to investigate 
the concern. Its head, W. H. 
Young, contributed $500 to Beck- 
er's campaign fund in 1928. 

The report to the Governor was 
prepared by Stockard, and is a 
bulky document. Becker accompa- 
nies it with a letter to the Gov- 
ernor, in which he treats the whole 
matter as a conspiracy to destroy 
him (Becker) and the Republican 
party, the conspirators being the 
Beiter Business Bureau, the Post- 
Dispatch and the St. Louis Star. * 

“The securities department of 
my office,” Becker says, “was 
more strict with the Youngs than 
it ever has been with any other in- 
vestment house. All the hullabaloo 
raised about the Young failure was 
for the sole purpose of my destruc- 
tion and the destruction of the Re- 
publican party of Missouri. 

Cites List of Facts.” 

“These facts,” he says, referring 
to Stockard’s detailed report, 
“stand out uncontroverted: 

1. That the most powerful sales 
weapon which Young salesmen car- 
ried was an eulogy upon William 
H. Young, sent out by the officers 
of the Better Business Bureau of 
St. Louis. 

“2. That their second most pow- 
efful sales ald was a group of pho- 
tostatic copies of Young advertise- 
ments, clipped from the Post-Dis- 
patch and the St. Louis Star—ad- 
vertisements which the St. Louls 
Globe-Democrat had refused te 
publish. These advertisements were 
the more effective because those 
papers claimed to have an efficient 
investigating force to prevent pub- 
lication of questionable advertise- 
ments. 

„3. That the Young Co. com- 
plained bitterly that the Missouri 
Securities Department was more 
strict in regulating them than the 
authorities of any other state in 
which they operated. 

“4 That Mr. Stockard’s report 
shows that the Missouri Securities 
Department was very exacting in 
its supervision of the Youngs, com- 
pelling them to buy back unau- 
thorized Young stock which had 
been sold in Missouri. 

„5. That the brother-in-law of 
the president of the St. Louis Bet- 
ter Business Bureau was the main 
squeeze in the sales machine of the 
Young Co. 

“g That neither the St. Louis 
Better Business Bureau nor any 
other orgahization ever filed for- 
mal complaint against Youngs with 
the Missouri Securities Department 
or ever charged them with violat- 
ing any law until after they were 
face to face with receivership and 
warrants had been issued for their 
arrest, and then, of course, it was 
too late for any remedial action. 

“7 That the Youngs were repre- 
sented by the most distinguished 
galaxy of legal counsel that had 
ever appeared before a State De- 
partment, and were armed with 
letters of high recommendation 
and cenfidence from the foremost 
financiers and business men of

MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


AT RECORD LOW STAGE 


As Result of Drouth It Is at 
Lowest Point Reached in 
July Since 1860. 


The protracted drouth reduced 
the stage of the Mississippi River 
at St. Louis today to 4.7 feet, the 
lowest in July since records were 
begun in 1860, and 12.7 feet below 
the average July level. 

This does not mean, however, 
that the river is only 4.7 feet deep 
as zero on the gauge at the foot 


of Market street was arbitrarily set 
in 1874 at a point then thought to 
be the low-water mark. Since then 
the river has receded as low as 3.1 
feet below zero, having reached 
that point in December, 1917. 

Actual depth today in the chan- 
nel opposite the gauge is 24.7 feet. 
Veteran members of the Pilots’ As- 
sociation say that because of the 
excellent condition of the channel 
here navigation has hot suffered 
appreciably. At Cape Girardeau, 
however, some of the decper draft 
Government barges and large 
steamers have been unable to pass 
up or down the river for nearly 
two weeks. Government dredges 
are at work at that point. 

Near Eads Bridge the usually 
narrow levee ds completely ex- 
posed and water laps at a strip of 
mud bank at its lower edge. Weeds 
have sprung up in cracks. separat- 
ing its cobblestones. Steamers and 
barges are anchored beyond the 
levee’s farthest reach where ordi- 
narjly at this season the river flows 
deeply. Staring down at shrunken 
“Ole Man River,” Negro roust- 
abouts loll under the elevated rail- 
road tracks on ground which as re- 
cently as May, 1929, was under 
water when the river reached a 
stage of 33 feet. 

Weather Forecaster Nunn pre- 
dicts the river will fall about three- 
tenths of a foot in the next 24 
hours and will continue to drop 
slowly until rain falls in the Mis- 
sissippi. Valley.

OUR _ editorial, ‘‘Redistrict the 
Wards,” is a masterpiece of political 
naivete. 


“It is obvious that the condition needs 
remedying.” And yet a few lines further: 
“It would be futile to propose a redis- 
tricting which is based on the desires of 
selfish politicians’ because such at- 
tempts were unsuccessful in 1921 and 
1927. 

Of course, the unsatisfactory condition 
arises in part from a shifting popula- 
tion.

NEW FEDERAL POWER COMMISSION. 

Organization of the newly created Federal Power 
Commission goes over until next December. Senators 
Walsh of Montana and McKellar of Tennessee ob- 
jected to voting on Mr. Hoover's three nominees until 
their records had been closely scrutinized, and subse- 
quent adjournment of the Senate automatically void- 
ed the nominations, although they can be resubmit- 
ted in the next session. Senator Walsh explained his 
position as follows: 3 


This is too graye a matter to be disposed of 
‘in this precipitous manner. The gentlemen may 
be all right. I have no information that leads 
me to believe that the appointment of any of 
them is not wise. But, on the other hand, we 
have no information whatever concerning who 
they are, what their relationships or associations 
may be, and none of them has any reputation, at 
least beyond the state from which he comes, 
It seems to us Senator Walsh’s point of view is 
entirely reasonable.’ The Senate had been sitting for

As we have pointed out on several occasions re- 
cently, the commission’s personnel is of vital im- 
portance. It will have power to dispose of Federal 
water power sites, constituting the most valuable nat- 
ural resource left in the nation’s possession. The 
manner in which this power is exercised will, to a 
large extent, shape the future industrial development 
of the country. It goes without saying that the 
men chosen should de men of progressive tendencies, 
unimpeachably honest and alert to public interest, 
and free of any attachment to the private power in- 
terests. 
Whether or not the men Mr. Hoover has named 
fit this description remains to be seen. They are 
Claude L. Draper of Wyoming, Ralph B. Williamson 
of Washington and Marcel Garsaud of Louisiana. 
Draper is a member of the Wyoming State Utilt- 
ties Board, was formerly in the livestock business 
and in the last few years has fought for lower 
freight rates on livestock and agricultural products. 
Williamson is\a Yakima lawyer and has a large prac- 
tice in water rights law. Garsaud was chief engineer 
of the Orleans Parish Levee Board, charged with 
the duty of protecting New Orleans from Missis- 
sippi flood waters, and later became a member of 
the Orleans Parish Dock Board, which administers 
the works of the port of New Orleans. These data 
are rather meager and should be supplemented at 
open hearings before the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee at the next séssion. Such action 
is peculiarly pertinent in view of the Jadwin inci- 
dent. 
Some time ago Mr. Hoover announced that his 
choice for chairmanship of the commission was Gen. 
Edgar Jadwin, former Chief of Army Engineers, al- 
though he did not send his name to the Senate.

PEACE ON THE ANTHRACITE FRONT. 


The miners and the operators in the anthracite in- 
dustry have reached an agreement which promises 
to guarantee five more years of peace in the hard 
coal district. The existing wage scale is to be con- 
tinued. The operators, after 30 years of opposition, 
have yielded to the union’s demand for a “check off” 
system. The companies in the future will assist the 
union to collect dues from its members. This conces- 
sion, it is estimated, will cut the cost of collecting 
dues by some $200,000 per year and will give the 
union an annual income of $1,500,000. The miners, 
for their parts, have agreed to repeal rules limiting 
the number of cars a miner may load in a day and to 
co-operate with the companies in the introduction of 
radical improvements in mining methods. 
The agreement sets up a permanent committee of 
six miners’ representatives and six operators’ rep- 
resentatives to serve as a supreme court for the in- 
dustry, with power to pass on wage and working con- 
ditions. Through this machinery it is hoped that 
men and management may co-operate to reduce the 
cost of anthracite to the consuming public. 
Such harmony is unprecedented. For many years 
the expiration of an anthracite wage contract has 
been. the signal for weeks of bitter conflict. More 
often than not negotiations have broken down and 
a strike has been ordered. Both miners and operators 
could afford to fight for months. They knew that 
they had the power of monopoly; that the consumer 
would eagerly buy whatever coal they would consent 
to give him and pay almost any price they asked. 
This year, negotiations were amicably concluded with- 
But it does not follow that the 
producers of anthracite are converts to social ideal- 
ism. Things have changed. Anthracite has lost its 
monopoly position. Its market has fallen off. Com- 
peting fuels such as coke, raw bituminous coal, fuel 
briquets, manufactured gas and fuel eil are taking 
its place. Economic depression, too, now reduces the 
Increased efficiency in mining 
has thrown some men out of work and places many 
others on part-time employment. 
of Southern non-union mines has broken the grip of 
the union in the bituminous fields and correspond- 
ingly reduced its power and prestige in anthracite. 
Neither the unions nor the operators can afford to 
maintain their old-time arrogance. 
to the realization that they must co-operate in serv- 
ing the public interest if they are to survive in the 
competitive struggle. 
The situation is one which the consumer can well 
afford to view with some complacence; he had lacked 
the courage to act in his own defense; he had allowed 
his. Government to leave him at the mercy of the 
monopolist and so, economic forces at last took pity 
on him. The law of supply and demand has effected 
his rescue. 
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It looks like a long, hard summer ahead for the 
endurance flyers. 
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LIGHT ON RABIES. 


The fable of the “madstone,” whose magic touch 
was supposed to be a sure cure for hydrophobia, has 
long ago been exploded. Other popular traditions sur- 
rounding rabies in animals—that a mad dog fears 
water and that it foams at the mouth—have also been 
disproved. Another current belief about the ailment 
now is shattered by the Missouri Board of Health in 
its latest monthly bulletin. Rabies, the report says, 
is not a summer disease, and figures are offered to 
prove the point. Of 488 cases reported in the State 
in the last five years, 240 occurred in the six cold 
months and 248 in the six warm months. 
does heat or lack of water cause the disease, the bul- 
letin states, for it is transmitted by infection. 
Some sensible advice is given in this connection 
for dealing with pets suspected of being rabid. Own- 
ers are urged not to kill them as soon as they bite 
a person, for two reasons: 1. All animals that bite are 
not necessarily rabid, and there is danger. of destroy- 
ing a healthy pet. 2. Even if the animal is rabid and 
is killed at once, the disease may be so slightly de- 
veloped that its detection is doubtful, leading to dit. 
Rather, the pet should be 
penned in a safe place and watched for symptoms, 
while the injured person takes the advice of his doc- 
The facts to which the Board 
of Health calls attention deserve to be widely. known, 
for they would lead to saving the lives of many 
useful and valued pets.

Can the States Control Water Power? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE noted with interest references to 
| a recent editorial of yours commenting 

on your State’s failure to act in connec- 
tion with water power sites and power 
dams. You say that the State in this im- 
portant field has been reduced by inaction 
to the status of an onlooker. 

From a study I have recently had occa- 
sion to make of the Federal Water Power 
Act, the constitutionality of, its provisiors 
and the validity of the powers which it 
seeks to confer upon the Federal Power 
Commission, I feel that an expert in water 
power law might well be able to suggest 
to your State a course of action which 
might restore to it or preserve for it some, 
at least, of the supposedly lost control over 
its water powers. 

The Federal Government has, I think, no 
power whatever over hydro-electric devel- 
opments as such, nor over any industry be- 
cause it is a public utility and affected with 
a public use. Whatever Federal power ex- 
ists to regulate the hydro-electric industry 
(outside of the war powers and treaty- 
making powers of the Federal Government 
and outside of water powers within the 
Federal domain) springs from the com- 
merce clause of the Constitution. 

* . . 

Under the commerce clause, then, the 
Federal regulatory power over electricity 
rests on two facts: (1) That electricity may 
be transmitted in interstate o6mmerce; (2) 
since navigable waters used or capable of 
use for interstate commerce are within the 
control of the United States, and since most 
of the substantial electric developments get 
their power from such waters, the Federal 
power over navigation is claimed to be the 
source of a secondary Federal power to 
control and supervise power developments. 


of vital interest here. Suffice it to say that 
from a somewhat exhaustive study of the 


States Supreme Court related to this sub- 
ject, I have ventured the conclusion that 
Congress has no constitutional power to 
regulate electric rates“ These constitute 
the selling price of a commodity. Congress 
cannot fix the selling price, then, of elec- 
tricity, or of any other commodity, simply 
because it has moved in interstate com- 
merce. Congress has no greater right to 
control or regulate electricity simply be- 
cause it is the product of a public utility 
business. 

Under the second branch above men- 
tioned, however, the questions raised in 
your editorial call for a brief discussion of 
the extent and limitations of the control of 
the United States over navigation and nav- 
igable waters. Such a discussion will result, 
I think, in suggestion that the State ot 
Missouri or any other State has retained 
and still possesses power over hydro-elec- 
tric developments even in navigable waters 
of the United States.

The Federal Power Comnfission is a duly 
constituted agency by which Congress now 
exercises its powers of control over navi- 
gation.

Poverty in Limehouse is accept- 
ed grimly but not with resentment.

A notice board asks drivers 
entering it to walk their houses. 
A notice at the other end antici- 
pates obedience with: “Thank you, 
driver!” 

The struggle for life here is al- 
ways incessantly cruel and some- 
times it becomes stealthy. It would 
be natural if inquistiveness were 
regarded as impertinence but it 
never is. The children are sensi- 
tive and stop playing at the ap- 
proach of strangers but they do 
not jeer or shout as they do in 
New York’s Ghetto.

He Was a Leading Figure in City’s 


Night Life: Made and Lost 
Fortunes,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 23.— 
Joseph R. Donegan, perhaps the 
best known man in this city's night 
life, and whose acquaintance in 
theatrical and sports circles’ was 
world wide, is dead here today. a 
victim of bronchial pneumonia, He 
was 54 years old. Donegan was 
stricken suddenly with a heart at- 
tack a few days ago. The illness 
developed into bronchial pneumo- 
nia.

ed laudatory Young advertise- 

ments right up to the time the 
Youngs failed, from deserting their 
friends and patrons and indulging 
m a wild orgy of misrepresentation 
and unjustifiable abuse for political 
effect.“ 

After the Young collapse, Beck- 
er says, the Better Business Bureau 
got a legal opinion to the effect 
that Stockard had authority to 
make unsolicited investigations of 
brokerage firms. When this opin- 
ion was announced, Becker says, 
he decided upon an audit of securi- 
ties firms, but six of the leading 
St. Louis broKerage houses, mem- 
bers of the Better Business Bu- 
reau, went into court to keep him 
from making such audits at their 
expense. The court may soon hand 
down a decision,” Becker says, 
“which will be the law. and not 
what the Better Business Bureau of 
St. Louis, or the Post-Dispatch or 
the St. Louis Star has been guessing 
is the law.“ 

If the court holds that the de- 
partment has authority to investi- 
gate securities concerns without 
waiting for sworn complaints, 
Becker says it is his purpose to 
audit every such concern in the 
state; if the decision is otherwise, 
he will wait for the Legislature to 
change the law. 


„Skating on Thin Ice.“ 


“Great emphasis,“ Becker says, 
“has been placed upon, a state- 
ment attributed to Mr. Stockard 
that the Youngs were skating on 
thin ice before they collapsed.” 

(Stockard, in a letter to the St. 
Louis Better Business Bureau Aug. 
31 last, wrote: “I am continually 
holding my breath when I am 
thinking of this firm. They are 
skating on the thinnest ice they 
can find, in the hope that it will 
not break through.) 

“Well,” Becker asks, “who cre- 
ated this thin ice?” His reply is 
that the Post-Dispatch and the 
Star printed advertising of the 
Young firm, and that they now 
“talk about the mistakes and 
shortcomings of other people, hop- 
ing in that way to ‘divert atten- 
tion from their own.“ 

Becker then proceeds to make a 
long attack on the metropolitan 
press, but says his remarks do not 
apply to the Kansas City Star, on 
which Becker was employed under 
the late Col. William R. Nelson. 
He reiterates the charges that the 
Post-Dispatch and St. Louis Star 
are trying to destroy him and the 
Republican party, and says he wel- 
comes the hostility of the papers 
named. 

Calls Attack Personal. 

“This abortive attack upon me. 
Governor, serves to emphasize that 
there has grown up in this country 
a condition which carries grave 
menace to our governmental insti- 
Becker writes. “It is 
the determination of certain great 
rich newspapers to run the coun- 
try, to dictate to our courts, to our 
executives, to our legislative and 
tax collecting bodies, endeavor. to 
run our schools aud even our 
churches, and to drag the moral 
standard of the country down to 
their own. 

“If Chicago is a sample of what 
is going on today in the other met- 
ropolitan newspaper centers of this 
country, we are faced with an ap- 
palling situation. Instead of telling 
other people how to obey our laws, 
our newspapers must first clean 
house, and if that is not done, and 
done immediately, the people will 
rise in honest indignation and do it 
for them. 

“Thank God, we still have the 
country press. It alone is going to 
save us from the stench pits which 
have been dug by an underworld 
segment of the metropolitan press. 
The country press stands for all 
that is worth while in life—for the 
upbuilding of the church, for the 
preservation of the sanctity of the 
home and for high moral stand- 
ards of living and thinking. 

Rails at the Press. 

“The great issye today, as I see 
it, is not the tariff, not what Con- 
gress is doing or thinking about 
the petty things of life generally 
absorbing its attention, not wheth- 
er the farmer shall plant less or 
more, but what we are going to do 
with our metropolitan newspapers 
that have lost respect for every- 
thing clean in life and are intoxi- 
cated with the power they have 
usurped through a ruthess disre- 
gard for truth in publicity. If our 
republic is to be saved, if clean 
journalism is to.’ endure, the 
shackles must be elamped on these 
soulless organs of the underworld 


men, racketeers and predatory in- 
terests seeking to shift taxation to 
the shoulders & the defenseless 
poor.” 

Becker closes by arguing that 
the securities, or “blue sky” de- 
partmetn, should remain under the 
supervision of his office. He says 
the Legislature has made the mis- 
take of trying to operate the blue 
sky and corporation departments 
for revenue, instead of giving them 
appropriations which would enable 
them to function efficiently for the 
benefit of the investing public. To 
separate the two departments, he 
contends, would lessen the efficlen- 
cy of both, which perhaps, he sug- 
gests, is why the Better Business 
Bureau and a part of the press 
wish it done. 


Better Business Bureau Manager 
Replies to Becker’s Charges. 

Harry W. Riehl, manager of the 
Better Business Bureau, said, in 
reply to Becker's charges, that in- 
quiry had failed to show any case 
an investor purchased 
the worthless preferred stock of 
W. H. Young & Bros., on the 


Bureau. He pointed out that only 
preferred stock -lived in st. Louis, 
and that there were only 91 such 
investors in. Eastern Missouri and 
the adjacent parts of Illinois, with 
only $89,000 invested, while in 
Western Missouri there were. 360 
such investors, losing $756,900, and 
in Kansas 142, losing $237,500. 

He said that M. L. Barnett, 
brother-in-law of Nelson R. Dar-

rah, president of the Better Busi- 


ness Bureau, was employed by the 
Young firm as stated by Becker, | 
but that he was not connected with 
the selling of the firm's worthless 
preferred stock. 


As to Becker’s statement’ that 
no sworn complaint against the 
Youngs had been made, Riehl. said 
that the Bureau supplied .informa- 
tion on three occasions of the sale 
of unregistered stock, and urged 
an investigation. He said a charge 
of law violation was filed against 
the Youngs at Golden City, Mo., | 
and that this violation. was one 
of those reported to Stockard. 

Dwight L. Holmes, manager of 
the financial division of the. St. 
Louis Better Business Bureau, said 
that Stockard told him, last sum- 
mer, that some “pitiful” complaints 
had come from investors in the 
Young preferred stock. “Tf 
could get Charlie (Becker) out of 
office for a week, I'd make this 
examination,“ Holmes quotes 
Stockard as saying to him. 

Holmes said that Stockard prom- 
ised, near the end of 1929, that 
he would not relicense the Youngs 
for 1930 without an examination 
of their books, but did relicense 
them after talking with. members 
of the firm. At that time, Holmes 
said, Stockard talked of making an 
examination within 30 or 60 days. 
March 21, when the Bureau spoke 
to Stockard of complaints it had 
received against the Youngs, he 
replied that he had a lot of com- 
plaints against them on his desk. 
The collapse came three days later. 


ALLEGED KIDNAPERS 
T0 BE FREED ON BAIL 


Court Fixes Bond of Three 
Men Sam Scorfina Ac- 
cuses at $25,000 Each. 


Three Italians held by St. Louis 


police on fugitive warrants from 
St. Clair County, III., where they 
are charged with the kidnaping of 
Sam Scorfina, Carr street grocer, 
were ordered released on $25,000 
bond each today by Judge Becker 
of the St. Louis Court of Appeals. 

While kidnaping for ransom in 
Illinois is a capital offense, in which 
bond cannot be obtained, the af fi- 
davits upon which the warrants 
were issued did not recite this fact, 
an imperfection admitted by Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Lennon when 
he appeared in court with State’s 
Attorney Lindauer, in whose office 
at Belleville the affidavits were 
drawn. Lennon asked Judge Beck- 
er to fix the amount of the bonds. 

The prisoners, Sora Mantia, Mike 
Lombardo and Baptista Bommar- 
ito, represented by Former Circuit 
Attorney Howard Sidener, will 
make bond before Judge Wein- 
brenner of the Court of Criminal 
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Correction, who previously had re- 
fused to accept bond because kid- 
naping for ransom is punishable 
by death. 

Scorfina, abducted by five men 
July 12 at the east approach of 
Eads Bridge, named the prisoners 
as being among his kidnapers 
when he returned to St. Louis last 
Wednesday after escaping near Ste. 
Genevieve, Mo. : 

Their arrest followed and war- 

rants were issued by State’s At- 
torney Lindauer at Belleville, who 
immediately prepared extradition 
papers which have been approved 
by Gov. Emmerson of Illinois and 
are awaiting the action of Gov. 
Caulfield, 
' Attempts were made to obtain 
$10,000 from Scorfina’s relatives 
before the grocer escaped. He was 
robbed of $400 which he carried 
in his pockets. 


THREE KILLED IN COAL MINE

QUESTIONED IN 1917 FIRE 
AT U.S. MUNITIONS PLANT 
Germany 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—Theo- 
dore Wozniak, key witness in Ger- 
many's case against American sa- 
botage claims of about $40,000,000 
for damages suffered during the 
war in the Kingsland and Black 
Tom terminal explosions and fires, 
was questioned by American agents 


here yesterday for the first time 


since the ‘disasters occurred. 

Wozniak was taken by German 
Government representatives be- 
fore the German-American Mixed 
Claims Commission in response to 
a formal demand for the missing 
witness presented when he wag 
found recently at Tupper Lake, N. 
I., in company of an attoney for 
the Germans. 

The disastrous fire at the Cana- 
dian Car and Foundry munitions 
plant at Kingsland, N. J., in 1917, 
is known to have started at Woz- 
niak’s work bench. He was ques- 
tioned by civil authorities at the 
time, but subsequently disappeared. 
As argument in the claims hearing 
was concluded last year, the Ger- 
mans advanced testimony by Woz- 
niak to the effect that the fire was 
started accidentally and was ‘not 
inspired by the German Govern-

T first glance an inn for stage 
animals looks like an ordinary 
garage.

home, feed, bed, bath and, in some 
cases, an extraordinary lot of pam- 
pering. The doorway has plenty of 
gangway for large tenants. With 
the easy-going airs of much trav- 
eled patrons who know their way 
around, the animals come in, walk 
up a Tramp or ride the elevator to 
upper floors, and disregarding all 
the others, each goes straight to his 
place. The cots afe for their men. 
For these are luxurious actors 
whose grooms are always at hand 
to serve food and drink and to 
make sure that the bath waters 
temperature is just right. 

Perhaps no other player along 
Broadway gets half as much scrub- 
bing as Spotless, the snow-white 
circus horse in the cast of “Simple 
Simon.” He and Fantazia and Cin- 
derella’s mount, Prince, live at the 
Ben Hur on Lower Seventh ave- 
nue. Spotless gets sponged with 
soapsuds after he comes in and be- 
fore he goes out and again in the 
Ziegfeld Theater before he goes 
on. Four other steeds who begin 
the long trek uptown about the 
Same time every evening are the 
Western ponies of the Lady Godiva 
scene in Earl Carroll's “Sketch 
Book.” These diminutive ponies, by 
the way, are looked upon as cause 
of apprehension by the larger stage 
animals who are interested in the 
future of their profession. It was 
a full-sized horse that the Lord of 
Coventry's wife rode on her sensa- 
tional undressed excursién through 
her home town. But backstage 
acreage on Broadway being what 
it is today, it was impossible to 
find gangway where four upstand- 
ing horses could make a running 
etart for the footlights bearing rid- 
ers clothed in chastity, and the 
Western ponies got the job.

Harelip 


HE human face is a compli- 
cated structure, formed in the 
embryo (the unborn. child) 
from the union of a relatively 
large number of bony centers. 
Sometimes, for reasons still un- 
determined, the face does not com- 
plétely develop before birth. 

One of the common results 18 
harelip and cleft palate. 

In harelip, the upper lip is split. 
In cleft palate; there is a cleft 
or space in the roof of the mouth 
leading into the nasal cavity. 

The developmental defect, par- 
ticularly when involving the palate, 
seriously interferes with the nor- 
mal function of the mouth. 

An infant so afflicted finds it 
difficult to feed and later on finds 
normal speech almost impossible. 
Because of the difficulty in feed- 
ing, a relatively large number of 
the infants born with cleft palate 
die of inanition. 

Heredity appears to play an im- 
portant part in the production of 
these defects. 

A number of explanations have 
been offered to account for, the 
failure of the face to complete its 
normal development. 

The explanation most common 
among the laity is that harelip re- 
sults from a fright suffered by the 
mother during the latter part of 
pregnancy. 

This, of course, is an old and 
popular superstition. 

Another explanation offered is 
that cleft lip and palate result from 
poisons. This explanation does 
not appear valid. 

One of the most interesting, and 
thus far most convincing partial 
explanations comes from a Berlin 
zoo where it was noticed that im- 
proper diet brought on a defective 
development of the jaw of certain 
animals, . 

In one year 32 jaguars were born 
to one mother by the same sire. 
All these animals had cleft palate. 
The parents had been fed improp- 
erly on cold bloodless meat. 

When the diet was chan to 
warm meat still containi blood, 
25 jaguar offsprings subsequently 
born were normal in every respect. 

The infant born with a harelip 
or cleft palate should be immedi- 
ately placed under expert care.

He never 
does, for Garge is a quiet, unobtru- 
sive, almost shy, youngish man 
who hides away out in California 
to draw his funny pictures and 18 
not heard of, except through his 
comics, from one year’s end to an- 
other. 


Herriman was born in Los An- 
geles 41 years ago and began 
drawing when he was a kid. When 
he was 20 he went to New York 
and got a job with Hearst. After 
Krazy Kat was well established he 
moved back to California and, ex- 
cept for visits, few and far be- 
tween, to New York, he has been 
there ever sinte. 


Fame means nothing to him. The 
highest-browed critics in the world 
have joined with the masses in ac- 
claiming his distinctively original 
style of art. But in spite of this 
adulation, in spite of the fact that 
comic artists themselves worship 
him, George Herriman is a wistful. 
embarrassed little fellow who in- 
stinctively recoils from the spot- 
light of publicity. This modesty 
is not assumed. It is reflected in 
every word, every action. 


He is a slight, quiet man with 
gray eyes set in a network of laugh 
wrinkles. He flatly refused to pose 
for photographs on the ground 
that “the public doesn’t care about

“Krazy Kat.” But he refused to 
pose without his hat! He couldn't 
be shaken. But he did remove the 
gray fedora for a moment “just to 
prove that I have hair.” He has 
plenty. Checking up one learns 
that Herriman never has been pho- 
tographed minus the fedora. 

Herriman doesn’t think there is 
anything unusual or interesting 
about himself. Although his comic 
creations are followed by several 
hundred thousand people every 
day, he tries to convince interview- 
ers that they are all wrong in be- 
lieving that anyone wants to know 
about him. But when it came to 
talking about Krazy Kat—now that 
was a different story! The artist 
brightened considerably, greatly re- 
lieved to get away from the sub- 
ject of George Herriman. 

“How old is Krazy Kat?” was an 
inevitable question, of course. The 
answer was typical. 

“I don’t really know. I had a 
letter the othér day from a man 
who wanted an original drawing. 
He reminded me he had written in 


1911 when Krazy began and had 


asked me the same favor. I sent 
him the drawings then and he sent 
me a crate of oranges.” 

Mr. Herriman added ruefully, 
“But he's moved from Florida to 
Indiana.”
